The county commissioners shall each
receive three dollars, per day, for each day they may
be necessarily employed in the transacting of the coun-

o ot oot ty business, and six cents per mile for each and every

commimiensr.  Mile traveled inggoing to orreturning from the meeting of
the county board, in the discharge of any officizl duty,
to be computed by the most usually traveled route.
Provided, That no county commissioner shall receive
pay assuch for more than twenty days in any one year,
nor shall they be entitled to traveling fees for their at-
tendance on more than six sessions in any one year.
